W ashington, Jan . 4.— Roar Admiral 
Robley D. Evans, known as “ Fighting 
Bob’’ to an admiring nation, died sud­ 
denly at his home* in this city. 
Acute 
Indigestion ended the career of one of 
the most popular officers in the navy. 
He was ill less than two hours. 
Adm iral Evans, born sixty-five years 
ago in Floyd county, Virginia, rose ap­ 
parently in better health and spirits 
than he had enjoyed in some time. For 
years a sufferer from eld wounds sus­ 
tained in the Civil war and from re­ 
current attacks of rheumatic gout the 
aged 
sea 
fighter 
seemed 
to 
have 
shaken off the burden of his advanc­ 
ing days. 
He displayed high spirits at 
breakfast and ate a hearty luncheon 
at noon. 
W h ile in his library (he admiral was 
stricken. 
Instantly his fam ily sent for 
Dr. S. S. Adams, who on his arrival 
found the patient in great pain. After 
treatm ent Adm iral Evans fell into a 
restless sleep and it was thought that 
the danger had passed. 
Shortly, how­ 
ever, he awakened and raising himself 
with difficulty, announced that he was 
choking. 
“ I cannot get my breath,” lie said 
and sank back. 


Only Son Away on Duty. 


At his bedside at the time of his 
death 
were his 
wife, his daughter. 
Mrs. ii. I. Sewell, and his daughter- 
in-law, Mrs. Frank T. Evans, wife of 
the adm iral’s only son, a lieutenant, 
commander in the navy, now on duty 
on the topedo boat destroyer Mena 
han at Boston. 
The only other mem­ 
ber of his immediate family who was 
not present was his daughter, Mrs. 
Marsh, 
wife 
of Captain 
Charles C. 
Marsh, 
commander of the armored 
cruiser North Carolina. 
The news spread with great rapidity 
and caused a profound shock in official 
circles. 
President T aft was one of the first 
to express his grief and condolence. 
H e said: 
“ Adm iral 
Evans 
was 
one of the 
most successful squadron commanders 
we have had in the navy for a long 
time. 
He was a rigid disciplinarian, 
of quick decision and admirably ad­ 
vised 
in 
the 
intricacy of 
the 
ma­ 
chinery of cruisers 
and 
battleships 
and skilled in drilling them, 
I am 
deeply afflicted to hear of his death.” 
" I am shocked beyond measure at 
the sudden death of my lifelong friend, 
Adm iral Evan s,” said Admiral Dewey. 
“ I cannot say more now.” 
Secretary M eyer paid this tribute to 
the officer’s momory: 
“ By the sudden death of Adm iral 
Evans the country loses one of its 
most brilliant and able officers. It was 
on account of his high reputation that 
President Roosevelt selected him as 
commander-in-chief of the fleet that 
cruised around the world. 
Although 
on the retired list he had kept up his 
active interest in the service and his 
unexpected death came as a shock to 
the navy.”
